Redwood Man Finds 
Lost Transport Liner 


LIEUTENANT GEORGE KENNETH 
RICE MADE GRUESOME IMSCOY- 
ERY iN WILDS OF NEW MEXICO 


Lieutenant George Kenneth Rice, 
pilot of the Western Air Express, who 


found the wreckage of the City of 


San Francisco, Transcontinental Air 
Transport air liner with its five pas- 
sengers and three members of the 
crew, all dead, on the slope of Mount 
Taylor, New Mexico, last Saturday, 
is a wellknown ‘Redwood City man and 
the son of County Recorder and Mrs. 
Ti: C. Riae. 

Lieutenant Rice found the wrecked 
air liner, which had been missing for 
nearly a week and for which a search 
was being carried on by government 
and private planes, rangers, Indian 
Scouts and others, while he was pil- 
cting the Western Air Express trans- 
port from Los Angeles to Albuquerque. 
He first noticed what appeared to be a 
bit of snow on the south side of the 
10,000-foot mountain. He swerved his 
big Fokker monoplane around and 
zoomed down to within a thousand 
feet. 

There the appaling sight of twisted 
burned metal, and a circle of burned 
trees surrounding it was revealed to 
Lieutenant Rice, his co-pilot and the 
four passengers, 

Thrice did Lieutenant Rice circle 
the tragic scene, It was one of the 
most rugged sections of the wild west. 
Not only were there no landing possi- 
bilities in the vicinity, but there were 
no roads leading to the scene and even 
passage by horse seemed impossible. 

The trained eye of Lieutenant Rice, 
who was a World war flier, instantly 
revealed to him the tragedy, knowing 
that the plane had circled Grants Pass,

immediately flashed word of his dis- 
covery to the office of the Transconti- 
nental Air Transport Co. The bodies 
of the eight victims of the grim trag- 
edy of the air, seven men and one 
woman, were brought by pack trains

tification was effected.
